A Proclamation for the ſetling of the Letter 
Office of England and Scotland. 


SI=m28,] Hereas to this time there hath beene no certaine or conſtant enter- 


& | courle betweene the Kingdomes ofEngland and Scotland, His Pateſty 
5 hath beene graciouſly pleaſed, to command his ſeruant Thomas 
Witherings Eſquire, His Maieſties Poſt-maſter of England foz fozraigne 
parts, to ſetle a running Poſt, oꝛ two, to run night and day betweene 
Edenburgh in Scotland, andthe City of London; to goe thither, and come 
backe againe in ſire dayes, and to take with them all ſuch Letters as 
— ſhall be directed to any Poſt-towne, oz any plate neere any Poſt-towne 
in the ſaid Roade, which Letters to bee left at the Poſt-houſe, oꝛ ſome other Houſe, as the ſatd 
Thomas Wicherings ſhall thinke conuenient : And By-Poſts to be placed at ſeuerall plates out of 
Che ſaid Roade, to run and bzing in, and carry out of the ſaid Roadesthe Letters from Lincolne, 
Hull, and other plates, as there ſhall be occaſion , and anſwers to bee bzoughtagaine accozdingly ; 
And to pay Poꝛt foz the tarrping and recarrying of the ſaid Letters, two pence the ſingle 
Letter, if vnder foureſcoze miles; And betweene fonreſco2e, and one hundꝛed and fourty Miles, 
Foure pence; If aboue ahundzed and fonrty Miles, then Sire pence; and vpon the boꝛders of 
Scotland, and in Scotland, Eight pence : If there be two, thzce, foure, 02 fiue Letters in one Packet, 
02 moꝛe, Then to pay accozding to the bigneſſe of the ſaid Packet, after the rate as befoze; which 
money foꝛ Poꝛt as befoꝛe, is to be paid vpon the retetuing and delinery ofthe ſaid Letters here 
in London. 

The like rule His Maieſtie is pleaſed to ozder the laid Thomas Witherings to obſerne to 
weſtcheſter, Holyhead, and from thence to lreland, attoꝛding to a pꝛouiſion made by the Lozd De⸗ 
putie and Countill there; and to take Poꝛt betwirt the City of London and Holyhead, as befoze to 
the Nozthward; and to goe thither , and bzing anſwers backe to the City of London, from all 
the places in that Roade in ſire dayes , which is conſtantly hereafter to be obſerued; and to ſettle 
By-polts in the ſaid Roade, as there ſhall bee occaſion , foz the benefit of all his Mateſties louing

His Maieſtie is pleaſed further to command the ſaid Thomas Wirherings, to oblerne the 


like rule from the City of London to Plymouth, and to pꝛouide ſufficient meſſengers to run night 
and day to Plymouth, and to returne withm ſire dayes to the City of London, and foz carriage of the 


ſaid Letters to Plymouth, Exccer, any other places in that Roade, His Maieſty doth oꝛder the ſaid 
Thomas Witherings, to take the like Poꝛt that now ts paid as necre as poſitbly he can. 

And kurther, Dis Maieſtie doth Command and Ozder the ſaid Thomas Witherings, fo ſoone as 
poſſibly map be, to ſettle the like connepance foꝛ Letters from Oxon, Briſtoll, and other places on 
that Roade, foꝛ the benefit of all His Dubiects; And the like the ſaid Thomas Witherings ts to ob⸗ 
ſerue with all conuenient ſpecdto Colcheſter, and lo to Norwich, anddiuers other places in that 
Roade, 

The thꝛee firſt tonueiantes from London to Edenburgh, from London to Weſtcheſter and Holy head in 
Wales, and from London to Plymouth and Exeter, are to begin the firſt week after Michaelmas next. 

Now foꝛ the better enabling the ſaid Thomas w itherings to go foꝛward with this ſeruice, and foꝛ 
the aduantement of all His Mateſties Subietts in their trade and cozreſpondence ; His Mateſtie 
doth hereby Command and O2der all his Poſt-Maſters vpon all the Roades of England, To 
haue ready in their Stables one oꝛ two hoꝛſes, acco2ding as the ſaid Thomas itherings ſhall haue 
occaſion to vle them, to carry ſuch Meſſengers with their poꝛtmantles, as ſhall be employed in 
the laid leruite, to ſuch Stage oz place as his pꝛelent occaſions ſhall direct htm to: Ik the ſaid 
Meſſenger ſhall haue occaſion but foꝛ one Hozſe, then to leaue him at the plate where he ſhall take 
freſh Hozle, paying foz him Two pence halfe peny foꝛ euery Mile; Ik two Hozles, then to take 
a Guide, and pay Flue pence a Mile. 

And that the laid Poſt-maſters may be pꝛouided foꝛ this ſernice, His Mateſtie doth hereby Oꝛ⸗ 
der and Command, that ſuch Hozſes as (hall be pꝛouided foꝛ theſaid ſeruice, Hall not vpon that 
day the Meſſenger ſhall be expected, let, oꝛ ſend foꝛth the ſaid Hozles lo pzoutded, vpon any other 
occaſion whatſoener. 

And His Maieſties further Will and pleaſure is, that from the beginning of this ſerutce oꝛ im⸗ 
ployment, no other Meſſenger oz Meſlengers, Foot-poſt oz Foot-poſts, ſhall take vp, carry, 
reteiue, 02 deliuer any Letter oꝛ Letters whatſocuer, other then the Meffengers appointed by 
the ſald Thomas Witherings to any ſuch ptate oz places as the ſaid Thomas Witherings ſhall ſettle the 
conuetances, as afoꝛeſald. Except common known Carriers, oꝛ a particular Meſſenger, to be ſent 
ofpurpoſe with a Letter by any man foꝛ his owne occaſions, oꝛ a Letter by a friend. And if any 
Poſt, Meſſenger, oz Letter-Larryer whatloeuer, (hall offend contrary to this His Mateſties 
P2oclamation; His Maieſtie vpon complaint thereof made, will cauſea ſeuere exemplary puniſh⸗ 
ment to be inflicted vpon ſuch delinquents. 

Aud His Mateſtte doth hereby ſtrictly require and Command all His loutng Subtects whatſo- 
euer, duly to obſerue and perkoꝛme His Royall pleaſure herein declared, as they will anſwere the 
contrary at thetr perils. 

Andlaſftly,His Pateſtie doth hereby charge and commandall Juſtices ofPeace,Patozs,She- 
riffes, Bailiffes, Conſtables, Headbozoughs, and all other His Officers and Miniſters whatſo- 
ener, to be aiding and aſſiſting to the ſaid Thomas Witherings, in the due accompliſhment of this His 


Maleſties will and pleaſure.
